THE NEW CABINET COMPLETE 


Senators-elect Will Take the Oath 


of Office—Inaugural Ball in 


the Evening. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The', official 


•ceremonieH tomorrow will begin with 
the departure of Preeidsnt Cleveland, 
President-elect 
McKinley 
and Vice 


Preaident-elect Hobart and the senate 
committee of arrangements and their 
escort ot 3000 troops, from the White 
House for the capitol, where tbe oath 
of office will be administered to the new 
chief executive. 


Major McKinley will drive over from 


the Ebbitt house to the executive man- 
sion at 10.30, and will meet the Presi- 
dent iu hia private oflice. The presi- 
dential party, with its guard of United 
Statea troopa, troop A Cleveland and 
the District National Guard will leave 
the White House at 11 o'clock and reach 
the capitol shortly before noon. 


Vice President Stevenson will not ac- 


company hia Biicceaeor, tho vice preai- 
dent-alect, aa Mr. Stevenson will be en- 
gaged in presiding over tbe oeeaion of 
the senate, Mr. ilobnrt, instead, will 
be accompanied by the senate committee 
of arrangemeutfli consisting of Meears. 
Sherman, Elkinaaud Mitchell. 


At tho capital tho President and other 


officials, the President and vice presi- 
dent-elect, will assemble in the senate 
chamber, the members of the supreme 
court and of the senate and house being 
present. \ico President Stevenson will 
administer tbe oath of office to Mr. Ho. 
batt, and at the strike of 12 will declare 
the eenate ot tbe Fifty-fourth concreea 
.adjourned without delay. 
The new vwe president, an extra ses- 


sion of the senate having been called, 
will then ndminister tho oatti to the 
newly elected aenators. 
The eenate will then take a recaas and 


the proceaaiou move to tho stand at the 
eaat portico in front of tho rotunda, 
President Cleveland and President-elect 
McKinley leadinu. On this stand the 
oath of office will bo administered to 
Preaidon^ McKinley by Chief justice 
fuller. I'reaident McKiuiuy win lusa 
make his inaugural addreae. On con- 
•eluding he will return to tho President'a 
room iu the senate wing of the capitol, 
and from there will be escorted to tho 
White HoiiH6 by tho inaugural parade, 
-which will begin to move from the capi- 
tol, it IB understood, at 2 o'clock. Tho 
parade will move from the capitol by 
way of Pennsylvania avenue, weat to 
Washington circle, thence eaat through, 
K street to Thermont avenue, where tho 
organization will bo reviewed by Grand 
Marshal Porter and dismissed. 


From a aland in tbo front of the 


White House the President will review 
the parade. 
On the return to the White House, 


which McKinley will reach ahead ot the 
main body ol tho parade, a luncheon 
will be hastily served for him before lie 
eoefl to the' reviewing etand. At this, 
time he and Mrs. McKinley will take 
leave ot ex-President and Mrs. Cleve- 
land, who will at once leave, the former 
probably going down the river on a 
trip, and the latter to Princeton, N, J. 


At night there will be au illumination 


and display ol firoworka in the Waah- 
luEton monument grounds, beginning 
at 7.-10 o'clock. 
Tho inaugural ball will be hold in tbo 


pension buil'Unir. the doora being opened 
at 8 o'clock, and the ceremonies begin- 
ning at 9 o'clock.

preme court this afternoon affirmed the 
decision of the lower court in the case 
of Theodore Durrant, found guilty of 
the murder of Blanche Lamont in Em- 
manuel church almost two years ago. 
He appealed from the verdict of guilty, 
alleging errors in the rulings of the trial 
Judge and filing a voluminous bill of ex- 
ceptions. The trial judge, however, was 
confirmed in all his disputed rulings and 
the verdict approved by the; supreme 
court. The case will now be sent back 
to the superior court, which will fix a 
date for Durrant'a execution.

tle Ellle be immediately produced in 
court. Acting under this order an offi- 
cer attached tbe child in the possession 
of Mra. Fredoricka Van Valkenbern. 
The woman wftfl found with tho child on 
her way to tbe terry prepared to take 
passage to Fresno.
